ETHIOPIA has’ successfully 
blocked the Italian invasion. Ital- 
ians suffering heavy losses. Brutal 
air bombardment of civilidn areas 
has failed--to weaken defense. 

ITALY still pondering 
Franco-British peace pact. 
reply as yet. 

ETHIOPIA declares she will 
turn down the robber pact eim-: 
phatically and will not yield an 
inch of her territory to the in- 
vaders. 

ILEAGUE of Nations has pigeon- 
holed the oill embargo pending a 
round table discussion of the 
Franco-British pact. 

GREAT BRITAIN has granted 
Egypt self-rule in order to ap- 
pease the storm of revolt that has 
been raging for many weeks. . 

CHINA is swept by a rising 
tide of revolt against the Kuomin- 
tang government and its capitu- 
lation to Japan. Demands are that 
the Japanese be resisted by force 
of arms. 

JAPAN has demanded full na- 
val parity at the five-power Lon- 
don naval conference. Other pow- 
ers refuse to grant it.

LONDON, Dec. 12—Reduction 
of navies proposed by the United 
States and abolition of submarines 
proposed by Britain were turned 
down in rapid succession by the 
five-power naval conference in ses- 


sion here. Japan has demanded 
full naval parity which is em- 
phatically rejected by all other 


powers. 

The conference, which opened 
Monday, Dee. 9, is participated in 
by Britain, the United States, Ja- 
pan, Italy, and France. 

It is observed that Japan is 
now taking advantage of Britain’s 
pre-occupation in the Mediterra- 
nean as an opportunity to make a 
bid for power in China. In this 
she is crossing American as much 
as British capitalist interests. 

The issue being decided at the 
conference is supremacy in the 
T'acific and control of China and 
the Far East. 

It is generally believed that no 
accord will be reached by the 
consulting powers and that the 
conference will result in an unre 
stricted arms race. 


NANKING,, China, Dec. 12— 
Faced with a rising sentiment of 
revolt for his open betrayal of 
China to Japan, Chiang Kai-shek, 
Kuomintang dictator, has revised 
his cabinet.

HERNDON FREED 
BY NEW RULING 


“Slave Insurrection” 
Law Declared to Be 
Unconstitutional

NEW YORK, Dec. 11—Qne of 
the most triumphant and stirring 
ovations in the labor annals of 
New York greeted Angelo Hern- 
don when he stepped from Penn- 
sylvania station last Sunday after 
noon. 

“This is a victory for the United 
Front,” were the words with 
which the young Negro unem- 
ployed leader greeted his freedom 

Herndon was-released tate-Sat- 
urday on $8,000 bail when Judge 
H. M. Dorsey~ of the Superior’ 
Court of Fulton County, Georgia 
declared the ~“slave insurrection 
law” under which Herndon was 
convicted, as unconstitutional. 


Three-year Fight 


Herndon was arrested in July, 
1932, a few days after he had or- 
ganized a peaceful demonstration 
of Negro and white jobless before 
the Fulton County courthouse to 
ask for food and shelter: after all 
relief stations had been shut down. 
He. was indicted jinder an old 
“slave insurrection law” dating 
back to 1866 and sentenced to 18 
to 20 years on the notorious 
Georgia chain gangs. 

After being held 26 months, in 
Fulton Tower Prison, mass pres- 
sure mobilized by the Interna- 
tional Labor Defense forced Hern- 
don’s release ont $15,000 bail which 
was contributed in small amounts 
by workers in every part of the 
country, 

Symbol of Struggle 

The fight for Herndon’s free- 
dom and repeal of the vicious 
“insurrection law” has become a 
symbol of the struggle both for 
Negro equality and civil: rights, 
Scores of organizations including 
Socialists and Communists have 
Iccked hands in a United Front 
to fight the case. Latterly Nor- 
man Thomas has been active in 
the case. 

After ‘over three years of legal 
battles, the United States Supreme 
Court, on October 15, 1935, refused 
to tehéar Herndon’s appeal and 
he was ordered to repért for im- 
prisonment in the chain gangs.

Last March! the famous labor 
defense attorney, together with 
Elaine Black, district ‘secretary of 
the International Labor Defense 
and Paula Morton were arrested 
during a meeting in Dolores Park 
and charged with “rioting.” The 
first trial ended in a hung jury, 
three for acquittal and nine voting 
“guilty.” A second trial was be- 
gun during November, but was 
interrupted by Miss Black’s con- 
finement to a hospital with an at- 
tack of appendicitis. 


The trial was renewed on Dec. 
9th, going to the jury immedi- 
ately. The jury again disagreed, 
this time voting nine for acquittal 
and three against. Judge Lazarus 
immediately set Wednesday as the 
date for further action, when a 
third trial would be scheduled or. 
dismpigsal grafted. 


“At ‘the end of the seéond trial 
the nine jurors who voted for 
acquittal held a veritable mass 
meeting about Gallagher. They 
all insisted on shaking hands, and 
two announced. they were certain: 
[Tyan “favor of unemployment it-:

INSURANCE RATES 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 11.—To 
meet the state’s new unemploy- 
ment insurance beginning. Jan. 1, 
workers in California will have 
45 of 1 per cent deducted from 
their wages, and nine-tenths ef 1 
per .cent will be paid by the em- 
ployers. 

The Unemployment Reserves 
Commission ruled thus today, the 
figures being approved by Attor- 
ney General U. S. Webb. Em- 
ployers will also pay one-tenth of 
1 per cent to the federal govern- 
ment during 1935, and by 1938 
they are scheduled to pay 1.7 per 
cent of their payrolls to the state 
and .3 of 1 per cent to the federal 
government. By 1938 workers’ 
deductions will reach 1 per cent. 

Operating under the new fed- 
eral “social security” act, the new 
law exempts agricultural labor, 
domestic servants in private homes, 
merchant parents who 
work for their children and_ chil-

tral Labor Council, officially 
smashed the shipowners’ allega- 
tion that the ferryboatmen’s strike 
is not supported by the A. F. of 
L. and that if union men return to. 
the work, they will not’ be con- 
sidered scabs. 

The resolution states that “any 
man returning to work at a place 
on strike without the consent of 
the union will be considered a 
strikebreaker by all labor.” 

So far the ferryboat owners have 
not attempted to break the strike, 
because they can not. find any 
strikers willing to quit the picket 
line. Governor Martin, ace strike- 
breaker, threatened to ‘crack 
down” on strikers and shipowners 
ahke. Yet the shipowners flagrant- 
ly refused to accept Martin's of- 
fer of an arbitration board, he 
would appoint. 

Machinist Strike. 

The Machinist Union, Seattle 
local, is waging a winning strike 
against the Maritime Boat Works. 
Thirty-five workers are striking. 
Significantly enough, the pickets 
carry “unfair” signs, over the 
signature of the Metal ‘Trades 
Council, instead of the craft in- 
solved. 

The workers are demanding a 
closed shop and $1.00 an_ hour.

During [the month of August 
the Sonoma Section of our Party 
went through a period of extreime 
terror as a result of the vigilante 
raids. The experience we gained 
during this period, we will trv to 
make the property of the whole 
I'veryone who reads the 
Western Worker already knows 
that the reasons for the raids 
were: (1) The strike in the ap- 
ples, and (2) The struggle against 
the low wa.es mm the hop’ fields, 
The terror became extreme when 
gangs 50 to 100° vigilantes, 
working with police protection, 
began raiding private homes. 

Our experience showed us 
real life the importance of build- 
ing politically developed Section 
Committees and Unit Buros. In 
times of “peace” it might be pos- 
sible to carry on activity under 
the guidance of two or three ad- 
vanced comrades but in times of 
struzgle when contact between 
the different units“tay be difficult 
or impossible, then the matter of 
cadres becomes one. of 
importance.

party nearly intact. Only a couple 


of members dropped out, as a re- 
sult of the terror and these we 
had never been able to draw into 
much activity even before the 
raids.

lantes that through fascist violence 
they could not attain their ob- 
jectives, i.e., to smash the Com- 
munist Party.

is being watched. 

Most of these ideas are no 
doubt not new but their impor- 
tance was forcibly brought home 
te us during the raids. We think 
all sections and particularly those 
which might be most easily 
isolated from the district leader- 
ship, could profit by checking on 
the points mentioned now, before 
an emergency arises.
